At an early hour this morning the import- 
ant secret conclave came to an end in the Pal- 
mer house. It had been a gathering of anti- 
Sallivan clans, over which Counsellor John G. 
Ogerman, of New York, presided. Roderick J, 
Kennedy. alsoof New York. acted as secretary. 
About 100 delegates from New York, the en- 
tire lowa and New Jersey delegations, and a 
goodly sprinkling of Pennsyluanian and Ken- 
wacky men—nearly 350 in all—were in attend- 
spee. The result of nearly three hours delib- 
eration, in a nutshell, is that it was firmly re- 
solved to Stand by Hugh McCaffrey for presi- 
dent of the league. 

The delegates were slow in reporting at Cen- 
ira! Music hall this morning to enter upon the 
work of the second day. The committee ap- 
pointed yesterday remained in session until a 
iste hour last night, but in the main conclud- 
ed their jabors so as to be ready to report to 
ibe convention today without any delay. 

The committee on credentials had no con- 
tests in delegations to pass upon, but owing to 
the large number of delegates present were 
potable to complete their report until after 
midnight. 

Tbe committee on resolutions also held a 
lopg night seesiou but worked harmonioasly, 
despite of any fears tothe contrary. 

Judge Fitzgerald, temporary chairman, ap- 
peared on the platform at 10:20 a. m., and 
ebortly afterwards delegates began to pour in 
and quickly filled seats on the main floor, 

AtiOs5 a. m., the temporary chairman an- 
nounced that several of the committees were 
stil! absent, bat expected to beable to report 
within a very short time when he would call 
ihe comvention to order. 

The convention was called to order at 10:50 


am, Lhe committee on permanent organi- 
vation submitted a report recommending that 
the temporary organization be made perma- 
pert orgauization. The motion was put to the 
conventien by Michael Davitt, apparently in 
ex7 tat of eompicte harmery, sai the 
motion was carried almost unaninitusly. 


There were a few dissents,apparently from the 
New York delegation. 

Jucge Vitegerald returned thanks to the 
convention ferthe honorof his position. He

“The delegates to the Lrish National league 
convention of America send greeting from our 
body, which embraces represcntative citizens from 
every staie and territory in the union, and also 
from Canada, and assure you of the cordial in 
dorsement of your policy by a united and harmo- 
nious convention. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

Colonel Atkinson, of Detroit, a momber of 
the resolutions committee, explained, on be- 
balf of the committee, that in considering the 
declarations contained in the draft, the com: 
mittee, while discussing them fally, adopted 
them unanimously. 

The reading of the resolutions was follow!d 
by hearty cheering. 

Mr. Finerty moved that the rces>»lutions be 
A i section by section. [Cries of “No! 
No! 


Mr. Armstrong, of Georgia, seconded this 
motion. 

Mr, Gannon desired them adopted by sec- 
tions. If there was anything between the 
lines, with all due respect to their visitors from 
Ireland, which would bind the league to for- 
ever pursue its present course, despite any exi- 

ency of the future, which might arise, fora 
ifferent course of action, then he desired to 
vote against it. [Cheers.] 

Alexander Sullivan made an eloquent ad- 
dress. He declared that in the suppression of 
views dear to their souls, they did so that men 
in the gap might be urtrammelied, The 
personal representatives of Ireland praes- 
ent had given proof of their absolate 
fealty to their native country. The 
empty sleeve of Michael Davitt testified to 
what he had suffered. There had been preach- 
ers of fear, that there would not be harmony 
in the convention, but men who had borne the 
brunt of fight in the past, and who were ready 
to bear arms now, if necessary, {tremendous 
cheers,| did not fear,and there were four here 
to strangle if necessary, those who would at- 
tempt to hamper or thwart the absolute prr- 
pose of the league to follow Mr. Parnell under 
avy flag he might elect. [Great cheering. | 

Mr. Devoy, of New York, said many of the 
New York delegation may have come with as 
meny reservations as these from Lilinois, but 
he Gesired peace and harmony, amd wanted 
the resolutions indorsed as a whole. 

Mr. Davitt suggested, ina spirit of harmony, 
thet the resolutions should be again read and 
then be adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Finerty said he would withdraw his 
motion. 

The resolutions were then adopted by the 
convention rising, followed by frantic cheer- 
ing. 

The chairman then introduced Mr, Red- 
mond, who addressed the convention. 

At 1:10 p. m., at the conclusion of Mr. Red- 
mond’s speech, the convention adjourned to 3 
o'clock p. m. 

Mr. Kedmond’s closing remarks were wildly 
applauded. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At 3:45 p m., Judge Fitzgerald rapped with 
his gavel, and Secretary Sutton began to read 
the minutes of yesterday’s proceedings. 

Duiing the reading Mrs. Parnell entered 
aud was greeted with tremendous applause. 

The minutes were unanimously adopted. 

P Rgports from committees was next in or 
er. 

The revort of the committeo on constitation 
was read by W. P. ©’Connor, of Wisconsin. He 
announced that the report had already been 
indorsed by Messrs. Davitt, Redmond and 
Devoy. Atthe outset the report defined the 
objects of the league, and methods to be em- 
ployed to attain those objects. Sections pro- 
viding for the organization of the league and 
transaction ofits business constituted the re- 
mainder of the report, 

A delegate objected to the clause virtually 
advisipg the league to boycott articles of 
English manufacture. He moved that the 
clause be cut from the report. 

Great confusion followed, in which were 
mingled cries of “question,” allusions to the 
tariff and denunciations of England. 

Amid the uproar the previous question was 
orcered. 

The delegates from Pennsylvania attempted, 
notwithstanding, to talk on’ the subject of 
teriff, 

The question was then put and the section 
remained in. There was practically no oppo- 
sition. 

The scene of enthusiasm that ensued sur- 
parsed any that before occurred inthe con- 
vention. Delegates cheered, shouted and 
waved their arms tii] it seemed as ifthe ex- 
citement would never cease. 

The section which caused so much enthusi- 
atm was as follows: 

Section 5. To hurt the enemy where he will 
feel it most, by refusing to purchase any arti- 
cle of I-nglhish manufacture, and by using ail 
legitimate influences to discourage tradesmen 
from keeping English manufactures on sale. 

Following its adoption the constitution was 
adopted in its entirety amid applause. 

Rev, G. W. Pepper, a Methodist clergyman, 
who isone ofthe delegates, was then invited 
to eddress the convention. 

He said he had tested the feeling of his co-re- 
ligionists and could say they were in thorough 
sympathy with Mcssrs. Parnelland Gladstone. 
When finally, if they failed, after trying every 
method, Mr. Parnell should send a message, 
‘Come and help us,” then, said the reverend 
speaker, ‘Il ewear by the throne of Gog there 
will be at least one vacant pulpit inthe Uni- 
ted States.” 

The cheering at this point was terrific. 
When it somewhat abated there was a call for 
a speech from Rev.Yather O'Reilly, of Detroit. 
He gracefully declined, saying he was here 
simply to render an account of all the money 
he had recently ‘‘stolen.” [Laughter and 
applause. } 

The report of the committee on finance 
was then read, It bighly com- 
plimented Rev. Dr. O'Reilly on 
kis more than faithful and satisfactory dis- 
charge of his duties as treasurer of the league. 
It showed that $3:0,282 had been collected in 
the lest two years, and the report mentioned 
the exact sum to a cent that had been re- 
mitted to Mr. Parnell or his trastees. Oaly 
$5,000 of the entire sum was still in the hands 
of the treasurer. 

Father OReilly was thanked bya vote of 
the convention. 

Mr. Brady. of Massachusetts, reported an 
amendment to the treasurer's report in the 
shape of a check for $3,500, 

The amc ndment was accepted warmly. 

Mr. Brady suggested that the Massachusetts 
syetem of five dollar collections be extended 
all over the United States. The 35,500 showed 
the results of such system. 

At this point the chairman recognized Fath- 
er O'Reilly, who said they had heard from men 
who bad carried muskets inthe ranks, Now

Mr. Egan peneeiies a check for $2,000 from 
Patrick Ford, collected through the columas 
of the lrish World.

humor, 

The chairman announced thatthe next busi- 
ness was the election of a president for the 
league in America. 

r. Brennan, of Nebraska, took the floor, 
He said the past presidents of the league were 
among the best and bravest of the Irish race 
in America. The presidency of the league was 
an office that had been filled by the honest 
brain of fearless Alexander Sullivan, [Cheers.] 

Mr. Brennan referred in similar terms to 
Patrick Egan and to Pat A. Collins. Tho 
speaker placed in nomination Nebraske’s fore- 
most citizen, John Fitzgerald. 

Mr. Barry, of Pennsylvania, in compliment- 
ary terms nominated Hugh C. McCaffrey, of 
Philadelphia. -Mr. McCaffrey arose and 
thanked his friends for the nomination, but he 
desired to work only for the people of Ireland 
in accomplishing their independence. 

Both names were seconded many times over. 

Mr. McAdoo, of New Jersey, in seconding 
Mr. McCaffrey’s nomination said: There 
should be no sectional feeling in this matter, 
but he claimed Mr. McCaffrey was located in 
that section where were the men who have 
principally upheld the Irish at 
home. Here was an opportunity to put down 
the stale calumnies of the London press that 
this organization had been manipulated. The 
maliness of the men on this floor was his best 
recommendation. 

After several other states had been heard 
frem, New Jersey again tried in vainto get 
the floor. 

The chairman recognized a delegate from 
Louisiana. 

Mr. McAdoo, of New Jersey, jumped to 
his feet and wildly waved his hands. 

“Don’t,” heexclaimed, “don’t show your 
band too plainly, Mr. Chairman.” 

The chairman, with dignity, told the Lonuis- 
iana delegate to proceed. 

Mr. Hynes, of Chicago, rose to say that he 
regretted Mr. Fitzgerald was not from Penn- 
sylvania. There would have been a fitness in 
giving the office tothe east. He had, how- 
ever, inquired carefully whether Mr. Fitz- 
gerald had any entangling alliances. He had 
been assured to the contrary. As Mr. Mce- 
Caffrey had declined the presidency, thoere- 
fore, make Mr. Fitzgerald president and make 
Miwvafirey vice president. Let Mr. Fitzgerald 
arise befcre the convention and state that he 
would give his entire time and Mr. Iyaes 
would support, 

A scene of confusion then ensued and lasted 
fully balf an hour, it being claimed that the 
requiring of such a statement was an insult. 

Mr. Hynes continued speaking and was re- 
plicd to by Mr. Saillivan. 

Other speakers interjected remaiks with 
great rapidity. 

Finally John Finerty arose and said he was 
not delighted with the proceedings. In the 
interest of harmony, he seconded the nomi- 
nation of Fitzgerald and moved the previous 
question. 

A ballot by states was about to be taken 
when a delegate proposed the name of M. Y. 
Gannon, of Iowa. The confusion was 80 
great that the nomination could not be heard 
by the main body of delegates, nearly every 
man in the hall was on his feet and im- 
promptu meetings of state delegations were 
begun on all sides. 

The chairman seeing the desire of the con- 
vert on promptly declared a recess. 

ELECTION OF FITZGERALD AS PREIDENT. 

After sa short recess voting began. The re- 
eult of the vote in New York was announced 
as follows: McCaffrey 80, Fitzgerald 63. There 
were loud cheers, and Pennsylvania immedi- 
ately cast 107 votes for McCaffrey and fifteen 
for Fitzgerald. The total was then called— 
Fitzgerald 703, McCaffrey 244. 

Handkerchiefs and state banners, hats, um- 
brellas and every object that could be readily 
grabbed by the excited delegates were hurled 
in the air. The applause was deafening. Mr. 
McCaffrey congratulated Mr, Fitzgerald and 
moved that the election be made unanimous, 

It was carried with wildest enthusiasm. 

Loud cries for Fitzgerald were heard, and 
McCaffrey was appointed by the chair to es- 
cort the new president of the league to the 
platform. 

Mr. Fitzgerald made a brief and good hum- 
ored speech. 

Mr. Egen then stepped to the -front of the 
platform and nominated Hugh McCaffrey, of 
Philadelphia, for vice president. 

Mr. McCaffrey was unanimously elected and 
given a storm of cheers. 

Mr. McCaffrey here arose and s1id he could 
give very good reasons for not accepting. He 
begged that in all fairness he be excused from 
accepting. Said he: iad 

“] am, sir, forced to take this action.” 

The chairman—“I believe you never would 
do ip unless forced.” 

‘he convention emphatically declined to 
take Mr. McCaffrey’s views and proceed 
quickly to elect once more unanimously, Rev. 
Father McKenna as second vice president. 

Mr. Armstrong, of Georgia, was pr for 
the third vice-president, but the delegate 
speaking for him declined to allow his name 
to be used, : 

Alexander Sullivan, in a few well chosen 
words, named Mr. Martin, of Baltimore, for 
he position. 

Father Kenna, of Canada, asked that the 
dominion be given the office of third vice- pres- 
ident. Mr. O'Neill Ryan, of St. Louis, said 
that as Mr. McCaffrey had been so urgent in 
declining the first vice-presidency, that his 
resignation be accepted and that Father Mc- 
Kenna be made first vice-president, Canada to 
be given a vice-presidency. | 

The motion was carried with a roar of ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Hynes objected to the mauner in which 
the motion was carried. Mr. McCaffrey did 
noteinpsist on resigning. 

Bome coufusion ensued until a delegate 
from Pennsylvania rose and authoritatively 
said that Mr. McCaffrey would accept. 

O’Nei)} Ryan’s motion was instantly with- 
dvawn, snd at the suggestion of Rev. Dr. 
O'Reilly, the nominee for the vice presi- 
éency from Canada was given @ place on the 
nations! committee. 

This left only O' Donnell, of Lowa, and Gen-

The latter, who had been nominated by 
Alexander Sallivan, was elected with tremen- 

ons cheering.

DELIBERATIONS OF THE BRITISH 
PARLIAMENT. 


Loré Churchill Announces that the Government 
Will Not Adopt Coercive Measures for Ireland 
~What Will be Done inRegard to Belfast 
~ Other Foreign News in General, 


Lonpon, August 19.— Parliament reassem- 
pins teday. The queen’s speech wasas fol- 
ows: 


“My Lordsand Gentlemen: I have summoned 
you to meet at this unusual season for the trans- 
action of indispensable business. The session of 
timp last parliament was interrupted before the or- 
Ginary work of the year had been completed. Inor 
Ger that the sense of my people might be taken on 
certain important proposals with regard to the gov- 
eriment of Ireland the result of appeal has been 
fo confirm the conclusion to which the late par- 
ligament had come. The provisional nature 
of the arrangement made by last 
parliament for public charge ofthe year renders it 
ine xpedient to postpone auy further consideration 
vl necessary financial legislation. Gentlemen of 
the house of commons: Estimates which wete 
submitted tothe last parliament and only partially 
voted will be laid before you. My lordsand gen- 
wemen: Ata period ofthe year usually assigned 
for recess, and after prolonged and exceptional 
labors to which many of you have been subjected, 

abstain from recommending now for your ¢con- 

deration any measures except those which are 
errential to the conduct of the public service dur- 
ing the remaining portion of the financial year. I 
am confinent that they will receive your prompt 
and careful attention. 

‘At the hour parliament met, a depressing 
and persistent rain was falling and the crowd 
gethered about the Westminster. buildings was 
safall. Some enthusiasm was displayed on the 
ervival of the various prominent leaders, but 
it was generally faint. The attendance in 
the house of commons was large. Many of 
the members arrived before they had had 
breakfast in order to secure good seats. 

Earl Granville (liberal), asked in the house 
of Jords this afternoon that the new govern- 
ment make a clear statement of its contempla- 
ted Irish policy. 

The Duke of Argyle, (unionist), in reply 
denied thata member of the late government 
was justified in making such a demand, and 
took occasion to make a long speech “‘dissect- 
ing.” as he called it, Mr. Gladstone’s Irish 
policy, which the duke deggribed is a misera- 
ble fiasco of running upto the mast head 
the flag of Mr. Parnell aud the Irish nation- 
alist party. 

Baron St. Oswald moved, and Baron DeRos 
seconded, the adress in reply to the queea’s 
speech, : 

Lord Salisbury admitted that the situation 
in Rurmah was unsatisfactory, but he thought 
there was no reason for apprehension or 
alerm. 

The Afghan boundary commission, he said, 
haé not been withdrawn.

There would be 
a special inquiry as to the means for healthily 
developing the material resources of Ireland. 
There would also be an inquiry into the Bel- 
fast rioting. There was no prima facie ground 
for impugning the conduct of the police of Ire- 
land, 

In the house of commons today, Right Hon. 
E, R. King- Harman moved and J. M, Maclean 
seconded. the address in answer to the speech 
frcm the throne. 

Mr. Gladstone said he thought the condact 
of the Irish policy should remain in the 
hands of the government and under their 
primary responsibility. He said that if it 
was supposed thatanything that had happen- 
ed had produced the slightest change in his 
convictions regarding the late government's 
Jrish policy, he was afraid he was unable to 
afford the slight encouragement on that 
point. [Cheers.} What has happened, he 
continued, has rather confirmed his strong 
belief that he had not erred in the maio prin- 
ciples of his scheme. Mr. Gladstone said 
he thought the late opposition had dealt 
hardly with the late government in pre3sing 
them for their Irish policy, but he would not 
retaliate, 

“Treland,”’ he sald, “‘isfa question of the day, 
and the sooner this question is settled the 
soouer will the house be able to dispose of the 
arrears of legislation before it.”” [Cheers.] 

Lord Randolph Churchill, upon rising, said 
he hoped the statement he was about to make 
would satisfy the house, After taunting Mr. 
Gladstone on a readiness to resort to coercion, 
which he said the ex-premier had in former 
times displayed, he stated that the govern- 
ment had come to the conclasion that the 
adoption of coercive measures for Ireland 


would be unwise. The ministry wished 
the question of local govern- 
ment to be treated as a question 


sffecting the united kingdom. In regard to 
Belfast, the government would take care that 
crime should not become chronic there, as was 
the case in some other parts of Ireland, nor 
would the government to'erate any attack 
upon the royal Irish constaulary, whose ser- 
vices were deserving of praise. The ministry 
were determined to restore order in Belfast, 
and would shrink from no responsibility in 
order to attain thatend without delay. With 
reference to Kerry, he said, the ministry had 
resolved to send there a special military 
officer of high rank, invested with such 
powers as would enable him to restore order. 
The moment government became conscious 
that further powers were necessary, they 
would summon parliament to their assistance. 
Regarding the land question, he said the gov- 
ernment was not prepared to adopt the jadi- 
cial rents fixed by the land commissioners, as 
they were considered too high. For all pres- 
ent purposes, the ministry would take their 
stand on the land act of 1881, as a final settle- 
ment.

The Magistrates Puzzled About the Verdict 
Against the Policemen. 


Be.rastT, August 19.—The magistrates of 
Belfast are in a quandary as to how to proceed 
in view of the verdict of wilful murder fouad 
agsirst nine policemen, They are charged 
with unnecessarily firing upon citizens during 
the recent riots, The policemen have been 
arrested and sent to jail. The 
intend to apply to the court of queen’s benc 
for permission to give bail. Two mobs gath- 
ered today and indulged in stone throwing, 
but were soon dispersed. Affairs here have 
almost resumed their normal condition, and 
no more serious rioting is feared, Military 
precautions have been relaxed.

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AN EXPERIMENT. 


The Effect ot Three Classes of Commercial 
Fertilizers Upon Cotton. 


EDITORS CONSTITUTION: Having read with 
much interestthe lectures of Professor Ville, as 
appended tothe crop reports by Commissioner 
Henderson, I decided to try the method he used 
in experimenting with wheat, oats, etc., upon cot- 
ton. Sol took four galion flower potsand fillel 
them with clean sand. 

In the first pot I put nothing; in the second I put 
my handful of kanit; inthethird my handfal of 
Pacific acid; in the fourth my handfal of Bowker’s 
cotton guano. The first of May I planted cotton in 
allofthem. It came up, all tozether, the 25:h of 
May, and all looked equally well. I thinned it 
eutto one stock to a pot, and gave them all the 
same etiention. 

I placed the pots in the order above mentioned, 
because 1 thought the order would then indicate 
the height—the one without anything being low- 
est, the kanit next, the acid next, and the guano 
highest; but it bas turned out very different. 

In the pot with sand alone the stalk is five 
inches high, has twelve little stinted leaves, and 
one §Fquare, 

The stalk with kanit is a perfect stalk every way, 
is twenty-four inches high, and has forty-six bolls 
and forms. The stalk with acid is barely living, 
has three leaves and no fruit. The stalk with 

uano bas luxuriant leaves ana stalk, but does not 

ruitwell. It, however, is only sixteen inches high 

and has fifteen furms. The result then plainiy 
is that kanit is the most perfect, homo- 
geneous fertilizer. This wer. = 
the intrinsic merit within them, 
guano or the acid, might beat the kanitona land 
that supplied the elements that they are deficient 
in. But on sandy soil, kanit is the best fertilizer. 
It tends to prevent rust and does not buru during 
drouths. This season I manured my whole crop 
with acid and kanit mixed half and half, and the 
results are beng? J satisfactory. Next year, however, 
owing to the light received from my experiments, 
I will use guano in the place of the acid. 

My belief, however, is, that acid is not the fail- 
ure a8 &@ Manure that my experimant would indi- 
cate, Experience shows that it does well on ‘‘stub- 
ble’ land, or any land having vegetabie matter on 
it. Inthe pot the acid had nothing to eat; and its 
strength killed as it were, the stalk of cotton.

A WILKES COUNTY HERMIT. 


Robbed of His Money, He Does Not Care 
to Accumulate More, 
From the Washington, Ga., Chronicle. 

Near Pierce’s chapel, on Mr. R. K. Reaves’s 
place, a hermit, named James Howard, has 
lived for several years. His residence isa little 
but off from the road and hidden by briars, 
weeds and bushes. He has no desire to accu- 
mulate any money, and rarely works more 
than one day in the week. 

Some years ago he saved up three hundred 
dollars, but was robbed of his money by night. 
Since then he has never wanted more than 
enough at one time to buy a few day’s rations, 
and a day’s labor will supply his rations for a 
weck. He bas two or three sma}l pat:hes of 
corn and kills rabbits and other game with a 
gun of hisown manufacture. When he leaves 
bomes he locks the door with two heavy ps1: 
lecks, and these locks constitute a valinable 
portion Ofhis property. It might be thought 
that Jim leads a lonely life, but he says he en- 
joys it, and has no desire forcompany. He is 
about fifty years old, and was married many 
years ago, but was not pleased with female so- 
ciety and heand wife separated by mutaal 
consent. Jim says that he wants nothing 
more to do with women, 

Jim is never worried about political cam- 
paigns and is indifferent to the fate of caadi- 
dates, Neither congressmen nor legislators 
interest him, nor does he care who gets the 
post office. When the rabbit crop is good, Jim 
is beppy. and has more at stake in the plam 
and bluckterry yield than he hasin Cieve- 
land's sd ministration.

Death of General Arthur M, Manigault—His 
Remarkable Military and Civic Career. 
CorumBiA,5 C,,Auguet 19.—| Special. ]—Gen- 
ere] Arthur M, Manigaa!t, who died a few daysago 
in Georgetown county, wasa remarkable man in 
many respects. His death is deplored all over 
South Carolina, and each member ofthe militiaof 
the eiate attests his grief by a badge of mourning on 
hiserm. All the military balls are draped in 
oack; ell the flagsare hung at half-mast; all the 
offices in the state capitol areclosed while the fu- 
nersl rites are performing in the oey. of the great 
soldier's birth. General Manigauit’s taking off 
wes not without premonition. Aithough surviy- 
ing the end ofthe war of secession more than a 
quarter of a century, yet washea victim of thas 
wer, for a wound which he received early in that 
woternecive struggle, was the immediate cause of 
is death.

_ten regiments for the war, Mejor Manigault was 
elected colonel of the Tenth, and for the first six 

nthe wes in charge of the first military district 
of South Carolina, uider the immediate command 
of such ae soldiers as Robert EF. Lee, 
l’emberton and Ripiey. He afterward carried his 
cémmand to the west, aud was attached to the 
‘several armies of Beaurega Bragg, 
Johnson and Hoot, in the severe and continuous 
Fervice of that department until the close of the 
war, baving been promoted a brigadier general in 
April, 1863, At the battle of Franklin, Tenn,, he 
wasseyerely wounded in the head, and it is be- 
lieved that this wouud, which had given him 
much trouble during the years since-the war, ulti 
mately ended a life which had been so largely 
given to the service of his state. 

When the war was ended General Manigault 
came back home to find his possessions scattered. 
and bis broad acres grown over with weeds, and 
hig Slaves emancipated. He immediately ad- 
dressed himself to the task of retrieving his losses. 
In this he was never successful. He diea a very 
poor man.” In 1565, the whites having regained 
control of South Carolina, General Manigauit 
was elected on the democratic ticket, adju- 
tant and inspector general. This office ne 
has held continuonsly ever since. The recent 
state democratic convention nominated him again 
for this position. South Carolina never had a purer 
poblic seryant. Ile was capable and uniformly 
affeble. He wasatype of the old South Carolina 
gentieman. Goyernor ee thus speaks of the 
deceased: “Lhe loss of a citizen so honorable, a 
patriot so unselfishly devoted to his state, an officer 
s0 efficient, isa calamity which will be universally 
deplored.”’ 

‘The funeral took place yesterday in Charles‘on, 
and an immente concourse of sorrowing friends 
followed the bier to the grave. “Rest in peace, 
ibou noble chieftsin,”’ said the preacheras the 
cofin was committed to the sepulchre.

Atlanta Should Have Her Games. 

By every rule of fair play and courtesy 
Savannah should send her club back to At- 
Janta and give us the three games of ball we 
are entitled to. A club has an immense ad- 
vantage on its own grounds. Atlanta has 
given Savannah two full series of games on 
Savannah ground, and Savannah should give 
her the three games yet due us. 

There is another reason. A club travels 
ata pecuniary loss. Itgetsonly $65 for each 
pvame it plays away from home. On its own 
ground it gets the entire receipts except the 
$65 which it pays the visitors. Atlanta has 
faithfully wone the rounds of the circuit and 
given every club all the gamesdue. It has 
done this at great expense, and now finds its 
treasury $2,500 short. This deficiency it has 
expected to make up by the four games due 
from Savannah on our own grounds. The 
first of these four games netted $775. There 
was $600 in the gates yesterday, in spite of 
the bundreds kept away by the generally 
circulated rumor that there would be no 
game. The four games would have paid the 
deficiency, aud let the directors out with the 
Joes of the $4,000 they have already paid in. 
If these games are not played, the airectors 
will simply have to go in their pockets for 
$2,000 more. 

Now, what is the grievance under which 
Savannah refuses to play? Simply this: A 
Jeague umpire who is sent here leaves the 
city just before the game is called. He 
states tothe Savannah men that Atlanta 
tried to buy him, and tothe Atlanta men 
that Savannah drove him off. At any rate, 
he levants. Atlanta then puts up oneof her 
players who gives Savannah every doubtfal 
decision, and whose umpiring even the Sa- 
vannahb papers and Savannah directors admit 
was perfectly fair. In the meantime, the 
president of the league, a Macon man, act- 
ing under his sworn duty, appoints an ofli- 
«ial umpire to fill the deserting umpire’s 
piece. The new league umpire accepts, is 
regularly sworn in and presents himself for 
a@uty. Savannah thereupon withdraws. 
This course is entirely without justification. 
The president has the sole and undisputed 
power to appoint umpires, It is his sworn 
@uty to fill vacancies by appointment. 
There is no appeal against his 
appointment, except that when three 
eiubs join in formally ‘*protesting”’ 
an umpire, heis removed. Untii three clubs 
had ‘‘protested’’ Whitlock he was as biad- 


=  $pg and official an umpire as McQuade was. 


No matter who Mr. Proudfit had appointed, 


. even if it had been Mr. Haas himself, At- 
Janta would have been forced to play under 
— him, If aclub can sefase to play under a 
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certain umpire whenever it pleases, of course 
that destroys the sport. 

We do not believe the directors of the Sa- 
vannah club will indorse, after acalm review 
of the situation, the basty and unjustifiable 
action ofMr. Haas. We believe they will 
order their club back to Atlanta to give At- 
lanta the three games to which, by every 
rule of courtesy, fair play and business, she 
is entitled to. We do not believe that they 
will let the fact that it will cost them $50a 
day to carry their club through the season 
lead them to forget that it cost Atlanta $50 
a day to carry its club to Savannah and give 
that city its four games on thé last series. 
If, however, Mr. Haas is sustained by the 
directors, and the Savannah club does not 
come back and give usa chance at our three 
gemes, Mr. Haas may congratulate himself 
on the fact that he bas finally entered base- 
ball circles, into which for a whole year he 
assiduously tried to buy or beg his way, only 
to break up the sport that went through two 
successful seasons without him, by a course 
that is not only without justification, but 
without parallel or precedent in the history 
of ball playing north or south. 


A Dismal Prospect. 

In an editorial in yesterday’s issue we 
pointed out, in a general way, some of the 
evils to be expected as the natural results 
of ihe tremendous forest fires occurring from 
time totime inthe west and northwest. 

The New York Sun also takes a very se- 
rious view of the situation. It says; 

Fire, through its influence in creating and per- 
petuating the great prairies, has already done 
much in shaping the growth of American popula- 
tion. It is within the bounds of possibility that in 
the not distant future fire will influence in a still 
more marked degree than inthe past the occupa 
tion of this continent, and that through its ageney 
the whole of western America and the plains 
which embrace the great lakes will become un- 
inhabiteble from want of water or destruction of 
plant food, and that; population will be driven 
back into the valley of the Mississippi, and the 
territory adjacent to the Atlantic seaboard. 

This is gloomy enough, but when we con- 
sider the climatic changes involved in such 
a wholesale physicial revolntion, it is diffi- 
cult to.see how the people in the valley of 
the Mississippi and on the Atlantic sea- 
board would be able to get along. Instead 
of rain storms, cloud-bursts would wash the 
soil from our slopes and leave only rocky 
ridges from the mountains to the sea. Tor- 
nadoes would play havoc every month in 
the year. Our summers would grow hotter 
and our winters colder. 

But it is not pleasant to contemplate these 
things. The thing to dois to guard against 
forest fires as far as possible, and atthe 
same time encourage tree planting in every 
part of the country. 


Mr. Blaine to Show His Hand. 

The national campaign of 1888 will begin 
in Maine this year. On the 23d instant Mr. 
Blaine will start off with the first of the 
twelve or fifteen speeches that he is to deliver 
during the state canvass. 

There is considerable speculation asto Mr. 
Blaine’s probable line of discussion. It has 
been said that he would come out for pro- 
hibition. If he does he will not make it one 
of hisstrong points. Prohibition is a very 
old thing in Maine. It has been the state 
law for more than thirty years, and becomes 
more of asham everyyear. Even Neal Dow 
says that Maine is enslaved by the rum 
traffic. _ In the large towns, such as Portland 
and Bangor, liquor is freely served at hotels 
and in restaurants, although the penalty is 
fine and imprisonment for each sale. 

So it is not reasonable to expect the ‘‘plum- 
ed knight’’ to waste much time on probibi- 
tion. Itis understood that he will talk 
about. national questions. He will not criti- 
cise the administration in a personal way, 
but he will have a good deal to say concern- 
ing its foreign policy. Up in Maine, and in 
factin New England, the fisheries question 
isaburning one. The republicans favor 
adopting a policy of retaliation in our deal- 
ings with Canada, and they feel outraged 
at the indifference of the state department. 
The exasperation of our Irish-Americans 
over our recent treaty with England is an- 
other point. Mr. Blaine will make the most 
of the government’s foreign policy, and leave 
other matters to be argued by theother 
stump speakers. 

It is perhaps a good thing that the Maine 
statesman does not continue to sulk in his 
tent. Let him attack the administration 
and rasp the state department to his heart’s 
content. We all know whatit means. The 
most illiterate dweller on the Piscataquis or 
the Piscataqua will understand the true in- 
warduess of Mr. Blaine’s bitter words. The 
famous speech made at the close of the con- 
test in 1584 by the disgraced and defeated 
chieftain has not been forgotten. A furious 
attack from such a source will not hurt the 
administration, nor will it hurt the demo- 
cratic party. The probability is, however, 
that it will hurt Mr, Blaine. It is a dan- 
gerous piece of business to mark out a course 
of national policy shaped to suit a local 
grievance. But we have no objections to 
make to such a programme, It is not our 
funeral, and we are ready for the trouble to 
begin. 


The Puppy Stare and the Baby Stare. 

In our desire to be ‘‘So English you 
know,’’ we have lost much of our native po- 
liteness. A few years ago sométhing was 
said in our newspapers about the stony stare 
of English society people. Straightway 
every addle-pated monkey in the United 
States commenced staring everybody out of 
countenance. The new rudeness was speed- 
ily acquired by persons who knew nothing 
of its origin. They saw that it was the 
fashion to be impertinent and inquisitive 
and that was enough for them. 

But this staring business has been found 
to be an offensive nuisance. The women 
have been the chief enfferers, and 
with the ingenuity peculiar to their 
sex, they have hit upon a _ counter- 
irritant, as it were. In some parts 
of the country when young men indulge in 
what is called the puppy stare, the girls re- 
spond with the baby stare. They open their 
wide eyes, put on an idiotic look, and ap- 
pear to be utterly unconscious of their im- 
pudent starers. 

It is gratifying to know that the baby 
stare is a regular paralyzer, The most id- 
iotic dude in the land finds that his puppy 
stare is not worth a cent when the glorious 
eyes opporite him show not the slightest 
sign of being aware of his presence, The 
most brazen masher wilts under such superb 
indifference. He grows nervous and em- 
barasted,and embraces the first opportunity 
to carry his puppyism beyond the range of 
the chilly gaze that apparently sees him 
not. 

The baby stare is a Godeend, It ig the 
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protector of womanhood, the conservator of 
good manners, and thecorrector of the ill- 
bred. Of course, it is depressing to see a 
pretty girl looking like an imbecile, but if 
she can freeze out the gazers in no other 
way, by all means let her go ahead. 


Q Ireland In Chicago. 

The present eession of the Irish National 
League of America in Chicago is one of the 
most remarkable gatherings of the age. It 
is impossible to estimate the influence it will 
exercise upon politics beyond the sea, 
When Ireland in America speaks, the Ire- 
land of Gratton, Emmett and Parnell 
makes herself heard. 

The Irish-Americans are divided. One 
faction indorses Parnell and Gladstone’s 
home rule bill. The other will be satisfied 
with nothing short of complete independ- 
ence, 

The friends of Ireland cannot accomplish 
much by anextreme policy. The indorse- 
ment of a movement for independence 
would be construed by England as a revola- 
tionary scheme. It would be considered an 
indorsement of the O’Donovan Rossa dy- 
namite crusade, and would strengthen the 
anti-Irish feeling in England. 

Conservatism and _  statesmanship are 
needed at Chicago. The leaguers should 
present their grievances in a manly way, 
and urge the adoption of the Gladstone- 
Parnell home-rule scheme. They should 
also denounce the dynamiters and extremists 
who would plunge Ireland into a civil war 
without any reasonable hope of securing 
independence. It isin the power of this 
convention to do the Irish cause a world of 
good, and it is also in its power to do untold 
harm,

A Union Depot and a Market. 


EpiTtors ConsTiTuTIonN: The project of 
Councilman Rice to put the Union depot near the 
Western and Atlantic railroad shops or freight 
depot, and utilize the present passenger depot for 
a grand central market, seems to me the best solu- 
tion yet given towards removing the tracks from 
the center of tne city.

walks, with a row of beautiful elms on each side, 
and it would present a picture that any city might 
be proud to show. 

This in a great measure would remove the un- 
sightly rear ends of stores that shows up all the old 
boxes and barrels and filthy trash that now greets 
the eye of strangers as ag enter our city. 

It seems to me that Mr. Rice’s project ought to 
be encouraged, for it both removes a very great 
obstacle of dapger to pedestriavus and vehicles, and 
places a grand central market just where it ought 
to be, and without which vo city is complete. 

If any one will step into the well arranged mar- 
kets of Washington, New York and otaer cities 
and see how perfectly neat and clean they are 
kept, and then see with what regularity and neat- 
ness the stalisshow up the different articles of 
fruits, meats, vegetables, etc, they will soon learn 
that competition brings the best article for the 
least money. Therecan be no argument worth 
considering against a well reguiated central 
market. 

The Union depot would then be centrally loca- 
ted and accessibie, presenting a fine view and the 
most important of all, removing the danger that 
now hourly threatens the lives of some of our 
people.

SODA ENGINES. 


Curious Locomotives Being Built at the 
Baldwin Works. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

At the Baldwin locomotive works there 
are in course of construction four locomotives 
which are designed to be runby soda, which 
takes the place of,fire under the boiler. Soda has 
much the same power as coal without any of the 
offensive gases which that fuel emits. The en- 
gines are now neatly finished, ard are to be ship- 
ped within two weeks to Minneapolis, Minn., and 
are to be run onthe streets of that city, where 
steam engines ere forbidden. 

The engine has much the same appearance asa 
passenger.car. It is about sixteen feet leng,'entirely 
boxed in, with no visible smokestacks or pipes, as 
there is no exhaust nor refuse. The boiler is of 
copper, S444inchesin diameter and fifteen feet 
long, having tubes running through it, as in steam 
boilers. Inside the boiler will be placed five tons 
of soja, which, upon being dampened by a 
jet of steam, produces an intense 
heat. When the soda is thoroughly satur- 
ated, which will occur in about six hours, the ac- 
tion ceases, and then itis necessary to restore it to 
its original state by forcing through the boiler a 
stream of super-heated steam from a stationary 
boiler. which drives the moisture entirely from 
the soda, when it is again ready for use, he ex- 
haust steam from the cylinders is used to saturate 
the soda, and by this means all refuse is used. 

These engines are the first of their kind that 
have been built inthis country, and are being 
construcied under the supervision of George 
Kucaler,a German engineer. The engines will 
have about the same power as those on the New 
York elevated roads, and will readily draw four 
light cars. Sodaengines are now used in Berlin 
and other European cities very suecessfully, and 
they also traverse the St. Gothard tunnel, under 
the Alps, where steam engines cannot be used, 
because the length of the tunnel renders it impos- 
sible to devise a system of ventilation which :will 
carry off the “foul gases generated by a locomo- 
tive. So overpowering would those gases become 
that suffocation would ensue. 


A Very Fine State.

The New York Sun strives to bring the state 
of Rhode Island to its senses by calling it an oligar- 
chy. This, a'l things considered, is a very miid 
description of a state in which genuine republi- 
canism has been buried too long ago to talk abou’, 
THE CONSTITUTION has frequently described ,the 
situation of affairs in that little state. 

let the reader imagine a county about the size of 
Dooly packed with a population of 305,000 persons, 
Out of this number only 46,000 are qualified voters, 
and less than halfof these voted tor governor ou 
the Ist of Apri), 1885. In this beautiful state there 
are nearly 13,000 native born males overtwenty-one 
years of age who are not allowed to vote. 

This shows that Rhode Island is a very fine state, 
It is owned by 1 few capitalists, and laws are made 
tosuitthem. If manhood suffrage were allowed, 
as it isin the south, the state would be democrat- 
ic, but there is a property qualification, and the 
result isthat Rhode Island is the only state in this 
couatry in which the right of suffrage is denied to 
the citizen. 

Still, the laws ot Rhode Island afford a good 
example of the right of a state to control suffrage. 
Should itever become necessary in the south to 
erect property qualification, we may have reason 
to thank Rhode Island for clinging to the doctrine 
of states rights.

| DR. ARMSTRONG'S ADDRESS. 

Judge Van Epps,in introducing Dr. Arm- 
strong, Who was to deliver the annual address, 
elicited the hearty applause of the audience 
by the following remarks: 

I once satin this hall and heard a g ntleman, 
known to comparatively few persons, solemuly in- 
troduce Senator Benjamin H. Hill, whom every- 
body knew, toan Atlanta audience. It was one of 
the most virulent, one of the most confluent cases 
of the ‘tail wagging the dog”’ that it has ever been 
my astonishment to observe. I do not propose to 
figure in such a travesty tonight. I do not propose 
to introduce Dr. Armstrong to an Atlanta audience. 
I rise merely to announce that, according to the 
arrangement of our programme, Dr. Armstrong is 
now in order todischarge a task which he has 
graciously undertaken in our behalf—the delivery

Dr, Armstrong was greeted inthe heartiest 
manner as he came foward to deliver his ad- 
dress, His theme was “A Text from Faust.”

After setting forth the beauties of the 
poem, tonching upon some ofthe most prom- 
inent of its many suggestions, he reached his 
climax in showing that the eloquent lesson of 
this great drama is that the highest possible 
aim ot life isto do good. This thought was 
eloquently addressed, especially to the young 
men who are looking forward to life with high 
hopes and bounding ambitions. The distin- 
guished o1ator was heard throughout with the 
profoundest attention. 
DELIVERY OF THE MEDAL. 

Judge Van Epps introduced Mr. Albert 
Howell, who was to deliver the medal, as a 
young man who bad reflected honor on Atlanta 
by his career at the Virginia Military insti- 
tute, from which institution he was recently 
greduated.

BOGUS BUTTER. 


The New Law Regulating Its Manufacture 
and Sale—How it Will be Enforced. 

It is provided in the oleomargarine bill re- 
cently approved by the president that the act 
shall go into effect on the ninetieth day after 
it became alaw. This will put it into opera- 
tion on the first of November next. Before 
that time circulars will be sent out by the 
commissioner of internal revenue to all the 
collectors in the country giving full instrac- 
tions as to the manner in which they. shall pro- 
ceed to collect this new tax. In the meantime 
itmay beof interest to manufacturers and 
dealersin oleomargarine, as well as to the 
multitude of people who eat it, to know just 
what the law provides. When the bill was 
brought into the house of representatives by 


the agricultural committee, it proposed a tax 
of ten cents a pound on oleomargarine. Aftera 
long debate on the bil) the tax was reduced to 
five cents a pound, The senate reduced it still 
further andtwo cents a pound was finally 
agreed on by both houses, 
THE TAX ON MANUFACTURERS 

of artificial butter, in addition to the two 
cents a pound, was fixed at $600 a year. 
Wholesale dealers in this product are defined 
to be al] these who sell itin packages of ten 
pounds or more, and of them atax of $480 a 
year is required. Retailers, or those who sell 
olecmargarine in quantities less than ten 
pounds, shall pay a tax of $48 ayear. A man- 
ufacturer who failsto comply with the re- 
quirement of the law is liable toa fine of not 
less than $1,000 nor more than $5,000 for each 
offense; a wholesalo dealer to a fine of not less 
than $500 nor more than $2,000; a retailer to 
not less than $50 nor more than 
$500. All oleomargarine must be 
packed at the manufactory in tubs, firkins, or 
other wooden vessels, and sealed with a spec- 
ial revenue stamp. The oleomargarine stamps 
are pow being engraved, and will bear the 
portrait of the late Samuel J. Tilden. The 
usual penalties are prescribed for the protec- 
tion of these stamps and against the use of the 
vessels in which the oleomargarine is packed 
forthe same purpose again. The oleomar- 
garine must be sold from the stamped package 
just as tobacco and cigarsare sold. Any per- 
sop buying oleomargarine not properly stamp- 
ed is liable toa fine of $50. Oa all imported 
oleomargarine a tax of fifteen centsa pound 
is imposed, in addition to the domestic tax of 
twocentsa pound. Any manufactarer found 
violating this law shall forfeit to the govern- 
ment bis factory and allthe material it con- 
tains. A microscopist and chemist are to be 
employed in the revenue department for the 
epecial duty of determining what products are 
tuxable under this law. 

Georgia is one of the states which will not 
be very largely affected by the new tax. 
There has been 

ONLY ONE MANUFACTORY 
of oleomargarine in this state. That was es- 
tablished two years ago in the southern su)- 
urbe of Atlanta. Its operation did not prove 
successful and the building is now used a3 an 
ice factory. 

A number of Atlanta grocers sell considera- 
ble quantities of oleomargarine, most of it of 
so goods quality thatit cannot be detected. 

Two or three brokers in the city wholesale 
large quantities of the article to merchants 
bere and elsewhere in Georgia and the neigh- 
boring states. It is the opinion of those most 
fomiier with the menufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine that the recent law will not 
seriously affect this industry. They say it 
een still be made pure, palatable and whole- 
some cheaper than butter and just as gool. A 
considemble revenue will probably be collect- 
ed on oleomargarine in Georgia, but nothing 
like that which will be paid by some other 
states where ite use is far more extensive,

NASHVILLE, Tenn , August 19.—[Special.]— 
In Stewart county, Tennessee, about two weeks 
eg0, Mrs. Verhaines sued her husband, 
William Vorhaines, for divorce, alleg- 
ing cruel and inhuman treatment. Short sep- 
aration preceeded the suit for divorce, during 
which time Mrs, Verhaines stayed at the house 
of her father, Mr. Keats. Last Saturday Keats 
and family attended a barbecue, Mrs. Ver. 
haines going with them. Verbaines hearing 
of this took a position on the roadside. He did 
not wait long before a wagon came by with Mr. 
and Mrs. Keats’s unmarried daughter, Mrs. 
Verhaines and several children. They were 
stopped by Verhaines, who commanded his 
wife to go home with him. She refused and 


he opened fire on the party with 
two revolvers, firing ten shots, 
one of which struck Mrs. Verhaines 


in the left side near the heart, and which will 
prove fatal. Another shot struck Miss Keats 
in the thigh, making a fatal wound. Kea‘s's 
team became unmanageable, placing the party 
entirely at the mercy of Verhaines, 
Verhaines was arrested shortly after the 
shooting, but soon escaped, Great excitement 
prevailed. He was hotly pursued by a mob, 
Yesterday morning he was captured at Hoen- 
dereon, Ky., and after a hand-to-hand strag- 
gle, was put behind the bars. This morning 
when the jailer went into his presence, the 
mu.deier seized upon a favorable opportunity 
to spring upon him, and struck him a heavy 
blow with a stick, which felled him. A watch- 
man heard the struggle and came to the res- 
cue. The murderer turned at 
bay, and fought both men desperately. 
He was a powerful fellow and pressed his an- 
tagonists so hard that it was necessary to shoot 
him. The watchman, sent a bullet into Ver- 
baines’s cranium and he succumbed. It was 
thought at first that he had been killed, but 
it was found that although painfully injared, 
he was not in imminent danger. The ball had 
entered the back of his ear and ranged around 
tothe rear of the skull. The wounded man 
was handcuffed and given into the hands of 
an officer and started forthe depot. He was 
followed to the depot by immense crowd and 
safely put inacar. The officer in charge of 


the murderer took aseat at the rear, Ver- 
haines pow fell into a heavy  sta- 
por, rested his head on a_ seat and 
with folded hands and _ closed eyes 


seemed to be in a semi-comatose state. No 
idea was entertained that the wounded and 
handcuffed prisoner would attempt. escape. 
The train bad nearly reached Guthrie, when 
apparently the half dead murderer made a 
convulsive spring for liberty through an opsn 
wincow. Thedeed was donein a moment. 
The train was running at the rate of twenty- 
five miles an hour when the desperate crimi- 
nal plunged, head foremost toward the earth. 
His guard had no time to make any effort to 
hold his man before he was gone 

A brakeman who was on top of the car 
stated that Verhaines fell on his shoulder. He 
jumped to his feet as if totally unhurt and 
yan like a deer for the dense woods which 
lined the road into which he disappeared, 
The trsin was stopped as soon as possible and 
the guard started to look for hisman. He 
did not find him and returned to the train. 
He got off at Guthrie to form a posse and 
eearch for the murderer. At latest report 
Verbaines had not been recaptured.

ute to Michael Davitt. She had also wanted 
to express her gratitude to Mr. Gladstone, 
who, in almost the last hours of his great life, 
had shed the radiance of his intellect and the 
weight of his mighty hand to the cause of Oid 
Ireland. (Great cheers. ] 

Mr. O’Brien was the next speaker. He paid 
a glowing tribute to his leader, Chas. Ssewart 
Parnell, and begged that all Ireland’s friends 
in America would trust him and support and 
love him as they did at home. 

Jobn Finerty, after repeated calls, was in- 
duccd totake the platform. He did so with 
evide..t reluctance. 

The chairman introduced him as ‘the tall 
sycamore from Jilinois.”’ 

Mr. Finerty sii: ‘I really do not wish to 
be placed in the position of making the Eng. 
lish nervous.” But he never hated an English- 
wan ¢xceptin Ireland. Policy and truth were 
two totally different things. [Cheers] It was 
policy to follow in the lead of Parnell and 
Davitt as faras they went. But if then at 
last the English nation said Ireland could not 
obtain the right to govern themselves it was 
then truth and policy and manhood to be 
ready when opportunity came to put them- 
selves behind implements of force and win 
their rights and their freedom. 

Mr. Finerty was cheered to the echo. 

Mr. Davitt at once took the platform and 
said he could not allow the speech of Mr. 
Fineity to pass without a word from him, 
Thore who wee first to oppose moral force 
were always first tocome forward with speech 
es. |Finerty here advanced excitediy and 
claimed he should not be insulted.} Mr. Da- 
vitt replied calmly that he had not insulted 
Finerty, and he was not going to bs inotimi- 
dated by any one. He had never questioned 
the honesty of Finerty’s purposes, nor had he 
ever boasted of what he would be willing to 
eutier for Ireland, but he would ask Finerty if 
they in Ireland bad not, with the movement 
restirg solely on moral force, raised the §Irish 
race to a dignity ithad never attained before.

Don’t 
he knoyp that the Almighty gave it as a divinelaw,

of thousands of years laws must needs be enacted 
to protect honest men from the piltering hands of 
the thief and vagabond. Had it not been for this 
cless of law breakers Maine would have been free 
from the lh quor curse on the panes of the first act. 
Maine should have adopted Atlanta’s plan and 
fined them so heavy for the first§offense that these 
seme jaw breakers would not care to repeat the 
offense for fear that next time, like all other crim- 
inals, they might find themselves behind prison 
bare. Yes. Mr. Angier, so long as there are men 
that will vielate law justso long will it require 
metbods to put down criminals, 

In another place the paper make reference 
to Mr. Julius L. Brown’s suit against Caarles 
Beermsnu, Joseph Thompson and Panl Jones, 
for $300, part of his fee in arguing the prohi- 
bit‘on cases in court, aud says:

After agreciug to pay, it seems 
that they should be bound to doso Bat $1.00) is 
Guite a large sum fora ‘* brother anti’’ to charge 
tur defending a cause which has seemed to be so 
‘near to his heart.”’ 

The paper presents an editorial about Mr. 
Hoke Switb, in which he says: 

Mr. Hoke Smith has got into bad company and 
is evidently very much embarrassed by the fact. 
He is a gentleman anda Christian. His success as 
a Jawyer, his fine social qualities, his fealty to his 
fiiends and his mora! life, have won for him the 
coutidence and admiration of the best people of 
our city. How sad to see such a man’s name asso- 
cieted with a movement, the spirit and objects of 
which are evil and wicked in the last degree. 

After reciting Mr. Smith’s connection with 
the liquor men as attorney the Conflict refers 
to arecent letter in which Mr.Smith laysdown 
his platform and says Mr, Smith has pat him- 
celf in an attitude before the public that is 
simply ridiculous. The paper then adds: 

Hie is‘‘an earnest advocate of temperance,” and 
yetibe would have whisky sold “in quantities not 
less than a quart.” He is opposed “to allowiag 
liquor drank in public places or onthe premises 
where sold,” and yet he is ‘‘opposed to the opera- 
tion of the present local option act when applied 
tothe cities of Georgia.’’ *“‘As between prohibi- 
tion and retail sales’’ for Atlanta, he ‘‘would 
choose the latter,”’ but he ‘‘would regret” to have 
‘the choice forced” upon him. 

Mr. Smith is dismissed with the advice, ‘ Let 
the eagle soar in his native air and not come 
down to the realm of owls and bats.” 

The Conflict gives the conservative party 
several side thrusts, and attempts to show that 
itisaliquor man’s party. Referring to the 
invitation to ladies to attend the meeting at 
the opera house, it gives a piece of news ‘‘as is 
news:”

GEORGIA TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


School Discipline Again the Sabject of 
Discussion, 

The association assembled at 5 p. m., Profes- 

sor 8. C. Caldwell in the chair. The question 

of schoo] discipline being continued for dis- 

cussion, Mr. Baker said: 

I am opposed to corporal punishment. I do 
not use it in my own family. A teacher 
should not threaten a boy with punishment in 
order to make him behave. If it is Wrong to 
whip girls then it is wrong to whip boys, for 
a bad girl is worse than a bad boy. The best 
method of disciplining is to urge a pupil to do 
right becauce it is right. 

If you keep a child after school or whip 
him, you are actuated in doing so from spite, 
Public opinion is against whipping and it is 
only a matter of time before ail will think as 
I do. 

Mr. Landrum—I am in favor of administer- 
ing the rod. I show toa boy that he has bro- 
ken my ruléand then I punish him. A na- 
tion should be braced up bya power behind 
the throve—so a teacher should have the rod 
to nee in extreme cases. 

Brinkley—I have never been gatisfied with 
the discipline I have used in my school room. 
If teachers can coutrola school with moral 
euscion, itis better. Let us be trne men and 
women, learnto govern ourselves and then 
we will not find discipline so difficalt, 

Dr, Groff—My work at present does not re- 
quire government? Iam convineed that we 
shonld govern if we cannot teach. Every one 
in this conntry wants to rale, bat the masses 
must be governed, or else they will not make 
good citizens, 

Men. generally, «an best goyern by force, 
while women, a8 a rule,can govern other- 
wise. I think the teacher should govern him- 
self, Day by day the teacher should have his 
wirk well in band. A teacher shoald be 
physically sound, for a sick person can not be 
encecesful in this world, 

Professor Moore! bave tried, for twenty- 
five years, to govern schools, but I have 
never been able to manage by moral suasion 
alone. Meralinfliuencesand mild measures 
will control some children, but others cannot 
be so governed, Circumstances make differ- 
ent methods pneceseary. 

Major Slaton--A man in my position should 
take and express a decided position, All 
teachers admit that there must be ordor. Tae 
tyrappy of cbildrenis very severe. I have 
«expelled only three pupils in the course of 
thirty years, and am sorry [ did not 
whip them rather than follow the course [ did. 
Corporal punishment saves many boys who 
weuld otherwise be worthless citizens. I b>- 
lieve that a teacher should not only use it as 
a last resort, but exercise it in order to prevent 
the boy from continuing in wrong doing.

The military advisory board of the state of 

Georgia met in the senate chamber, at the 
capitol, yesterday morning at ten o’clock. 
There were present Colonel C. H. Olmstead, 
of Savannah, quartermaster general; Colonel 
C.M, Wiley, of Macon, commanding the Sec- 
ond Georgia battalion ; Colonel John C, Prin- 
top, of Rome, commanding the Eighth Georgia 
battalion ; Captain J.C. Simmons, of Sparta, 
commanding Hancock Van Guards; Captain 
T. W. Woolfolk, of Albany, commanding the 
Albany Guards; Captain G. M. Napier, of 
Monroe, commanding tke Walton Guards; 
Lieutenant Colonel John Keely, of Atlanta, 
aide to the governor; and Colonel John A. 
Stephens, adjutant general of the state. 
{ {Colonel Stephens called the board to order, 
he being the president. Captain Woolfolk was 
elected secretary. The sectionsof the code 
relating tothe organization and its duties 
were read. 

After some unimportant preliminary busi- 
ness, the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, Thatthe adjutant general order at 
once an inspection of all the military of the state, 
both white and colored, such command to be in- 
spected by some officer outside of its own organiza- 
tion, regardiessofrank, Said officers will give in- 
formation on the following points: 

1, Name of company, date of organization and 
location. 

2. Name of commanding officer, number of non- 
commissioned officers and number of privates. 

3. Number of uniforms, number of dritis and pa- 
rades and average attendance on ¢rillsand parades 
for one year previous to said inspection. 

4. Number of guns, their condition and descrip- 


tion. 

5. Number of equipments belonging to the state. 

On motion, it was resolved: 

That after the report of saapention has been 
made to the adjutant-general and said information 
furnished to this board, that this board prepare a 
— to be presented to the next legislature, 

ased upon the report of the inspecting officers, 
asking for an oo eg ty for the military of 
Georgia said petition to be signed by the members 
of this board. 

The adjutant-general was instructed to 
organize the following companies upon appli- 
cation, as the state’s ability to provide arms 
will allow: 

One infantry company at Gainesville. 

One artillery company at Atlanta. 

One infantry company at Marietta. 

One infantry company in Burke county. 

One infantry company in Atlanta, to be known 
as the Atlanta Rifles. 

The adjutant- general was directed to rein- 
state the Thomaston Guards upon their com- 
plying with the law governing the military of 
the state. 

A resolution was adopted directing the adja- 
tant-general to call in the arms of all compa- 
nies thet are not made a part of the military 
of the state by general order number sixteen, 


, and by action of the military board of this 


date. 

The adjutant- general was instructed to issne 
to the inspecting officers, already mentioned, 
suitable blanks for embodying the information 
required of them in a wniform manaer; ali in- 
spection reports to be made direct to the adja- 
tant-general, and to be tabulated by him in 
one general report. 

By invitation of the board, Governor Mc- 
Daniel appeared in the hall and delivered a 
short address. He commended the volunteer 
troops, and said that he would request the 
next legislature to come to their support. 

The meaning of general order number six- 
teen is that a)! companies not designated in it, 
must at once return theirarms to the adja- 
tant general.

The Tax Returns of Fulton County for 
1886. 


The tax digest of Fulton county, which will 
be presented to the comptroller general on 
Saturday, contains,among other things, the 
following interesting facts and figures: 

Polls in 1886—white, 3,686; colored, 1,035; 
total, 4,721. Property—white, $32,080,400; 
colored, $589,915; total, $32,670,315. 

The returns for 1885 showed: Polls—white, 
3,499; colored, 940; total, 4,439. Property— 
white, $31,498,700; colored, $522,195; total, 
$32,020.895. 

It will be seen that the increase in polls is 
two hundred and eighty-two, and that the in- 
crease in property is six hundred ard forty- 
nine thousand four hundred and twenty 
doilars. These figures are for the county, in- 
cluding Atlanta. Inthe city of Atlanta, the 
retuins show the number of white polls to be 
in 18&6, 2,744, against 2.624 in 1885; and the 
colered polls to be 817, against.764.

THE SAVANNAH DIRECTORS DE- 
CLINS TO COME TO CONTRACT. 


Mr. Heas,the Managivg Director ofthe Savannah 
Basebell Club, Befusee to Play Under tne 
League Umpire Appotatd by President 
Provéfit-He Leavee the City. 


We cannot conceive of an excuse for Sa: 
vannah’s action on yesterday in refusing to 
pley ball under Umpire Whitlock, 

The case is a simple one. Umpire Mc- 
Quade left Atlanta, where he was under or- 
ders to tmpire. He announced his purpose 
of going to Macon, getting 
his pay and resigning. his 
leaving the grounds without excuse, when he 


This left but one league umpire—Mr. Merritt, 
who isin Memphis, It was clearly President 
Proud fit’s duty to appoint another league um- 
pire. There are several series of games yet 
to be played and it was necessary that a new 
umpire should be avpointed. President 
Proudfit selected Mr. George Whitlock, of 
Marietta, and telegraphed his official appoint- 
ment asa regular umpire of the Southern 


league. Mr. Whitlock telegraphed his accept- 
ance of the position. President 
Proud4t then officially telegraphed him to 
report for duty at once, on the “Atlanta 
groends. This was perfectly regular. Mr. 
Whitlock, on receipt of the last telegram, b8- 
came as much an umpire of the league as 
Mr. McQuade was when he was 
ordered here for duty. There was 
no possible excuse for either Atlanta 
or Savannah refusing to play under Mr, Whit- 
lock, . The choice of an umpire rests absolute- 
ly with the president and it requires the pro- 
tests of three clubs to release an umpire. Say- 
annah therefore acted without reason when 
she refused to play under Mr. Whitlock. 

it was fashionable last year to abuse Atlanta 
because she had the president of the league. 
This year Macon has the president of the 
lesgue, Atlanta having voted with the other 
clubs to give that officer to Macon, While Mr. 
P; oudfit has made a good president and has 
undoubtedly done his best to be fair and im- 
partial, we think no one will accuse him 
of having been friendly toward Atlanta. The 
bitterness of the rivalry between Macon and 
Atlanta is well known, and to claim that a 
Macon president would favor Atlanta to the 
point of doing injustice to another club is 
supply ab:uid. As to Mr. Whitlock him- 
self, he is a gentieman of 
high character, good family and 
true principle. He is superior to the ordinary 
umpire in qualifications, and integrity and 
intelligence. if Mr. Haas, of Savannah, had 
tuken the trouble to inquire as to the char- 
acter and standing of Mr. George Whitlock 
he would have been tiess hasty in 
putting any imputation on his 
honesty and fairness. We repeat that Savan- 
nah stands without excuse in her action. Pres- 
ident Proudfit. acting under his clear and ac- 
knowlcdged authori'y, eppointed Mr. Whit- 
lock reguiar umpire vf the Southern league. 
Mr. Whitlock accepted. There is no baseball! 
rule that will justify Savannah in refusing to 
play under the umpire thus appointed. We 
have never believed that Atlanta would be 
allowed to take the pennant. We have 
always held that the league woald be 
broken up before Atlanta was allowed 
to fly the pernanta second time. She has won 
her position as first club in the league by fair 
and gallant playing, and Savannsh, being

The Correspondence Between the Clab Di- 
rectorz—The Crowd at the Park, 


There was no game of ball yesterday afver- 
nocn at Athletic park because 1. G. Haas, the 
managing director of the Savannah team, 
positively and without cause declined to per- 
mit his men to play.

Early yesterday Mr. Haas senta note to 
Mr. Walter R. Brown, secretary of the South- 
ern League, stating that he would not allow 
bis team to play unless a league umpire was 
present. In the same letter Mr. Haas stated 
that be would permit the game provided he 
was allowed to select the umpire. Immediately 
after receiving the letter Mr. Brown re- 

eived a telegram from Presi- 
devt Proudfit informing him that he 
bad sppointed Mr. George Whitlock, of Ma- 
rietta, asa league umpire. On Wednesday af- 
ternoon when it was fully ascertained that 
McQuade had vacated his position, Secretary 
Brown notified President Proudfit of the va- 
cancy, and asked for the immediate appoint- 
ment of an umpire, The president of the 
léegue was given all information as to the ex- 
isting trouble in securing an umpire for the 
first came, and desiring to have the matter 
speedily and satisfactorily settled he at once 
wired an appointment to Mr. Whitlock, who 
has a general reputaion throughout the state 
as one of the best amateur players in Georgia. 
As soon as Mr, Whitlock received 
notification of his appointment he wired 
his acceptance to President Proudfit, which 
that gentleman received either late Wednes- 
day nightor early yesterday morning. After 
President Proudfit had been notified that Mr. 
Whitlock would accept, he telegraphed Mr. 
Brown as follows: 

New York, Auguet 19.—Walter R. Brown, At- 
lanta, Ga.: George Whitlock is appointed umpire 
of the Southern league with instructions to report 
at once in Atlanta. ALEX. Prouprit. 

Mr. Brown received the telegram a short 
time after receiving Mr. Haas’s letter, and be- 
fore replying. Heat once sought Mr. Haas, 
apd showing him the telegram, dismissed the 
matter from his mind. Later in the day, 
bowever, he received the following letter 
from Mr. Haas and Mr. A. M, Martin,directors 
of the Savahnab club: 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 19, 2:50 p. m.—Mr. Walter 
rR. Brown, Secretary Southern League, City, Daar 
sir: Heve just wired President Proudfit protesting 
against the appointmentof Mr. George W aitlock, 
wii m we conceive to be, practically,an Atlanta 
man, and where theexcitement attendant upon 
the present series is so great, we feel that no local 
uepire should bave been appointed. We do not 
think tnatsnch action is just to us, and regret that 
our Cetermination, as expressed above, scems nec- 
essary. Yours etc., A. M. MARTIN, Jr.,
